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Colleges Move Away From Basics

The recent trends of most 
Universities and Colleges over 
the past few years has been away 
from the more basic courses 
forming the traditional 
curriculum, The area that has 
suffered the most has been the 
study of the ancient world, and 
in particular’ the 
languages (1 must also add that 
because of the departments of 
their language requirement, 
albeit a token requirement, all 
foreign language studies have 
also suffered). These studies 
have fallen off for two reasons I 
believe 

1. In our modern educational! 
philosophy we have mistaken 
the meaning of _ relevance; 
instead of meaning those matters 
of timeless, i.e. internal and 
humanistic, and individual 
affairs when we speak of 
relevance, we mean the current 
and impermanent, the 
impersonal, i.e. external and 
non-humanistic, and mass 
affairs. I believe that those 
affairs mentioned in the former 
are of true relevance. They deal 
more with what is relevant in 
individual human terms. Because 
of this minunderstanding of 
relevance, we too often take the 


classical 
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non-humanistic business 
approach when selecting classes 
and ask ‘what its worth’ 
meaning in dollars and cents, 
when we should ask what it will

It will 
have value to those interested in 
gaining greater insight into the 
Greek mind because our 
language limits our thinking, and 
the Greek mind is the base of a 
great deal of Western 
Civilization; our institutions and 
sciences, almost the whole of 
Western philosophy

“Parent License’ Idea Wins in U.S.

in these times of minority 
liberation we shouldn’t be 
surprized to find a self-named 
“child libber.”” One such is Linda 
Lifur, a CSUS senior in 
psychology, who is specializing 
in child development. 

Ms. Lifur has just won one of 
three nationwide American 
Psychological Association 
scholarships for outsanding 
Program suggestion. The award 
will pay her expenses for this 
August’s APA convention in 
Montreal where she will chair a 
four member one-hour panel on 
her paper, “The Possibility of 
Licensing Adults to Have 
Children.” 

The label of ‘child libber” 
should help. dissolve negative 
aspects of licensing. Ms. Lifur 
says she began the study because 
she’s “really concerned with 
child abuse, both physical and 
mental.”’ She added that mental 


abuse is often more harmful 
than physical abuse. Her 
innovative program aims to 
establish a six month course (or 
parent preparation) in 
developing more_ responsive 
parents -- parents, that is, who 
realize that “the most important 
years in a child’s life are from 
birth to five,’ and that the child 
needs the proper environment to 
develop a healthy self-image. 
Also, “‘as the child grows the 
parents should grow with the 
child’s needs,” is an integral 
concept. 

The four-member panel will 
include Assemblyman Willie 
Brown (Dem- San Francisco) 
who will discuss the legal 
implications and feasibility of 
the licensing proposal. Brown, 
an attorney experienced with 
child-care laws, is also a member 
of the National Board of 
Directors - Planned Parenthood. 


Dr. Addison Summerville, 
CSUS clinical child psychologist 
and Ms. Lifur’s project 
director, will deal with the 
possible curriculum which would 
be developed in designing 
effective courses discussing the 
dynamics of parent-child 
relationships. 

Also, Ms. Susan Brill, an 
intern lobbyists to Zero 
Population Growth for 
California, will discuss current 
parent preparation programs, 
how to increase awareness of 
them, and future program 
trends 

The panel members hope to 
begin pilot programs. Ms. Lifur 
also intends to institute a reward 
system in the licensing program. 
Kewards, or incentives, would 
include such dividends as free 
clinical care until six months 
after birth, and an additional 
income tax deduction. 





Will Experimental Studies 


Last 4th Year ????

While other college honors 
programs have been dropping 
like flies, the Experimental 
Studies and Honors Program at 
CSUS has continued, alternately 
soaring and crawling, for 13 
years.

Marrone will leave the program 
without a coordinator at the end 
of this semester, and Dean 
Ballesteros of the Schocl of Arts 
and Sciences is not yet sure who 
will be his replacement, how 
he/she will be chosen, or even if 
there will be a coordinator 

Ballesteros said that his office 
was going to take a long look at

FE xperimental/Honors 
before making any 
decision on its administration 
Because the program has been 
cut back to nine units plus 
whatever the program can 
borrow from other departments, 
Ballesteros has also considered 
combining it with another 
program, such as General

Cutbacks are a major reason 
why an_ Experimental/Honors 
coordinator has been necessary 
in the past. Reductions in the 
program's units have become 
almost as sure a sign of spring as 
bare feet, and it has been the job 
of the coordinator to protect his 
hoard of units from onslaughts 

Two years ago, past 
coordinator R. Stephen 
Polkinghorn had to plead with 
the Faculty Senate when a task 
force report threatened to wipe 
the program out completely. 

Cutbacks also figured in Bob

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Black One Acts - “

The stage is night-like; a black 
frame resembling a telephone 
booth sits disinterestedly in the 
center. From the right stumbles 
a shabby, young Black man, 
clutching his stomach. He 
stumbles near to, finally into, a 
phone booth, steals a dime left 
in the slot, slowly, agonizingly 
dials a number, weaving, holding 
his chest and stomach 

“Where is she? Who is this? 
Donna!" 

I must admit, here I’m 
stumped. It’s late and I'm 
supposed to be writing a review of 


two Black ome-act plays, 
currently showing in the 
outdoor theatre somehow my 


experience this evening, of 
relating what happens after that 
exclamated “Donna!” up there, 
but there I’m stumped. My 
question is: Where do I begin? 
Do I begin with my reactions 
as an observer, a member of the 
audience, a flegling critic? How 
do I translate how the plays 
turned me from a mere observer 
into a human being. Somehow | 


must relate how I was impressed, 


depressed, frightened, delighted 
intrigued, and ultimately moved 


to string these words togehter in 
an attempt to recapture some of 
what a group of talented human 
beings have expressed. 

The opening scene I described 
is from a play by a Black CSUS 
student, Charles Dalton, called 
Black Coffin. The man in the 
phone booth is Homer, a junkie 
Donna is the woman he loves 
Donna is the woman who is 
gone. In her reality, she has 
taken another lover, called 
James, though the play’s reality 
is set in Homer's mind, set in 
one of his questions: “How can] 
think when my thoughts have 
thoughts of their own?” 

The phone booth and 
Homer's withdrawal seem to 
intrude on Donna's life; they 
seem to be present in Donna’s 
living room as James makes love 
to her. But the sweet irony is in 
Donna's lines, in Homer’s mind 

“If 1 could’ve found a way to 
get rid of him, I would've a long 
time ago. He’s my mirror lookin‘ 
back at me. He's the only manI 
can't get rid of.” 

The scene shifts to Death 
Street and a well-dressed man 
gives Homer reds. “You got it.” 


Is Homey really confronted by 
the masked ritualistic singers we 
see? “We been cryin’, lord. We 
been pushed down, lord.” 

Is Donna really holding his 
head, praying to her lord to save 
him? 

“Homer ain't lost, lord, he's 
right here!”’ 

It is Donna’s lord who 
separated the man and the 
woman, her religion, her God, 
that allowed a break between 
the man and the woman 

“I'm leavin’ and I ain’t comin’ 
back till you take God into your 
heart.” 

Homer huddles in the bottom 
of the phone booth 

“When did it start? Oram] 
already dead? What day did I die 
on? Is this my world? Is this the 
world they see? Am I ina black 
coffin, or is the black coffin 
inside of me?”’ 

Charles Dalton has written a 
really fine play. I won’t even try 
to find superlatives to describe 
it, for fear they’d only clutter 
the meaning. The new 
playwright has successfully 
taken the devices of the art - 
dialogue, chorus. mode, ritual —

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Veterans’ Problems to Be Alleviated By VSA

In CSUS° recent past. military 
veterans have complained that 
the programs tor them have been 
grossly inefficient. Lack of funds 
and tactlities have lett those 
repsonsible tor helping the vets 
rather ill-equipped The 
administration has not shown 
any inclination towards helping 
the situation. bkortunately for 
the vets on campus, their plight 
may be solved by the Veterans 
Service Association 

This orgamization is led by 
Rick Geedey, a Korean War vet 
hitches with the 


Geedey 


who served 
Army and Air Force 
who tounded the association 
states the goals of the VSA as 
“providing remedial reading and 
tutorial services for vets and 
dependents (others who quality 
for military benefits) and to 
provide an 
information on the GI Bil! 

At the present time, the 
Veterans Coordinator employed 
by CSUS is equipped only to 
ad munistrative 


oftice for 


serve in an 
function 

The VSA has much more to 
offer in the way of aiding the 
vets. They have state and federal 


contacts that enable them to 
tackle any situation (such as 
delayed payment of benefits) 


swiftly and directly 

Fhe VSA has already shown 
their ability to carry out their 
‘promises regarding this. One 
person went four months 
without receiving her check 
from ihe government (she is a 
widow). After contacting the 
VSA, her payment was received 
in a matter of days. The 
organization had contacted Rep 
John Moss, who immediately 


took care of the matter

A further check showed that, 
because of the many stages these 
checks go through, the woman 


wouldn't have received her 
money for at least another 
month. (This writer can 


appreciate what help like this 
can mean. A brother of mine, 
attending college on the GI Bull, 
was forced to drop out of schoo} 
because of a foulup over benefit 
payments.) 

The association is also able to 
advise veterans on matters 
pertaining to the GI Bill, as well 
as other problems that may 
concern them. A woman 
volunteer will be added to the 
staff soon to advise wonien vets 
and discuss with military wives 
the personal problems that arise 
from separations resulting from 
assignments and the 
readjustment process tollowing 
discharge 

Geedey feels that a 
reason for the lack of support 
from the administration is that 
the latter views the VSA as a 
social club, akin to the CSUS 
Veterans’ Club, However, this ts 
not the case, as Geedey is quick 
to point out. 

“The VSA has no written 
constitution, as that constitutes 


major 


a club. There are no dues to pay 
elected 
officers; the people working here 
are unpaid volunteers, and all of 
them are students vets.” Those 
aiding the fledgling group at this 
time are Ed Hoon, Bill Enyert, 
Jim Gutchard, Jim Weaver, and 
Dick Lewis

nor are there any 


hopes to make the 
VSA a permanent fixture, and is 
optimistic about the future due 
to the passing of the Cranston 
Bill, which will allocate $25 
milion to schools throughout

This 
bill was strenuously lobbied for 
by the National

As Geedey said, the "Nam 
vets have been “shafted.” 

The VSA also plans to solicit 
businesses in an utlempt to find 
jobs for vets, and is compiling 
their own instructor evaluations 
to help the students 

These services aren't restricted 
entirely to those here or coming 
here On veteran benefits. The 
VSA will also counsel people 
who are going into the servi 
giving an objective view of the 
military, both its good and bed 
points. This realistic approach 
rather than the “rah-rah” push 
of most recrutters, gives ingoing 
servicemen/women a better idea 
of what to expect 

These ideas and actions are 
just a start for the VSA, whose 
mastermind is continuously 
contemplating 
help the veterans coming into 


more ways to 
college and leaving to tind work 
But to make this a success more 
volunteers are needed 

As of now, the time available 
tor aid is woetully little because 
the people involved, in addition 
to being students, are also 
working dt jobs. As participation 
of other veterans increases.
